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A TEMPORARY GUIDE TO STYLE, AND NOTES FOR CONTRIBUTORS 


THE CLAssIcAL WEEKLY is cooperating in the formula- 
tion of a uniform style-sheet for periodicals devoted to 
classical philology and archaeology, a project initiated 
by the Editor of the American Journal of Archaeology. 
The present notes are intended to serve temporarily, until 
the new guide is issued. 


For the present, THE CLassicAL WEEKLY will con- 
form in the main to A Manual of Style (11th ed.; Chi- 
cago: University of Chicago Press, 1949) ; cf. especially 
pp. 137-53. The footnotes of recent volumes of Classical 
Philology offer a convenient guide to the style set by 
the Chicago Manual, and may be used instead of the 
Manual itself. Please note, however, two important 
exceptions : 


1. Please avoid entirely the use of ‘ff.’ Instead, please 
indicate specifically the end of the passage you have in 
mind, as in the following examples: pp. 24-27, 105-6, 
107-13, 122-28, 136-85, 1205-8, 1204-15, 1223-25, 1237- 
1352. But the symbol ‘f.’ may be used to indicate a 
single succeeding page: for pages 253 and 254, either pp. 
253 f. or pp. 253-54. 


2. Please disregard § 324 of the Chicago Manual, pp. 


193-95, which deals with the placing of footnotes in the 
typescript. Instead please assemble the footnotes, typed 
double spaced, at the end of the article, preferably com- 
mencing them on a new page. 

For references to periodicals, any recognizable ab- 
breviations, consistent within a given article, may be used. 
The short forms listed in recent volumes of L’Année 
Philologique or the Transactions of the American Philo- 
logical Association are entirely acceptable. For all but 
the very best-known reference works, please give place 
and date of publication. For the names and works of 
ancient authors, the abbreviations listed in the Oxford 
Classical Dictionary (Oxford, 1949), pp. ix-xix, are 
recommended, but again, any consistent and unambiguous 
abbreviations may be used. 

All copy (including quotations and verse passages) 
should be typed double-spaced, on 814” by 11” paper. 
Wide margins should be left at top and bottom, and at 
both sides. Please omit all indications of type-face, 
except a single underline for italics. A carbon copy of 
the typescript should be retained, in case the original 
should go astray in the mails. 


Contributions in all areas of classical philology are solicited. Especially welcome are articles and notes of 
general classical interest, wide enough in scope to appeal to the entire range of our readers. Also very welcome are 
communications of moderate length reporting the results of specialized research in classical fields. Less technical 
items dealing with the authors commonly read in schools and colleges, and with problems of classical teaching at all 


levels, will be gratefully received. 
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EDITORIAL 


In a letter addressed last October to the readers of 
Tue CraAssicaAL WEEKLY, the following statement was 
made: 


The editorial policy will be aimed at wide reader in- 
terest. About half the space available for articles will 
be devoted to those which are general enough in scope 
to appeal to the entire range of our subscribers. 
Space will also be provided for a considerable number of 
articles dealing with the authors read in high schools, 
and with various aspects of classical teaching at the sec- 
ondary and college levels. An equal amount of space 
will be set aside for highly specialized articles, so that 
the results of more abstruse research may find publica- 
tion in our columns. Reviews will be apportioned along 
approximately the same lines. 


The same policy is reflected in the invitation to prospec- 
tive contributors which has appeared at intervals in con- 
nection with our style sheet. 

It is hoped that our initial steps in carrying out the 
plan outlined have met with some measure of success. 
In this regard I earnestly invite the comments of our 
readers, who are naturally the sole judges of whether 


“wide reader interest” has been aroused. It would be 
most helpful if such comments could reach the editorial 
office soon enough to be summarized in my report to the 
Executive Committee of the C. A. A. S. at the meetings 
of April 14 and 15. 

The fuller implementation of our policies will of course 
depend both upon the voluntary contribution of articles 
and notes in the desired areas and upon the success of 
our efforts at soliciting such materials. This is particu- 
larly true in regard to the field of high-school pedagogy. 
Professor Charles Knapp’s observations of more than 


thirty-five years ago (CW, \II [1913-14], 73) about the 
paucity of contributions in the sphere of secondary-school 
Latin teaching have been fully borne out by our current 
experience. We shall of course continue and increase 
our efforts to secure materials in this field, and we espe- 
cially invite the cooperation of teachers in the high 
schools and of those who are engaged in preparing col- 
lege students to be secondary-school teachers of Latin. 
Apart, however, from the specific concerns of pedagogy, 
we feel that our high-school readers are humanists qui 
humaniorum vel litterarum vel rerum nil a se alienum 
putant. 

The policy regarding the apportionment of reviews, as 
set forth in the last sentence of the quoted statement, has 
been proved by practical experience to be unrealistic. 
Books dealing with subjects of special scholarly concern 
appear in so much greater quantity than those which deal 
either with the classics in general or with classical peda- 
gogy that we have found it impossible to avoid reflecting 
the imbalance in our review columns. 

As was promised in the October letter, we have adopted 
a size of type which, though we hope it is quite legible, 
is somewhat more compressed than that used in CW 
during the last few years. This change has permitted 
the publication of about one-third more material per 
page, which is tantamount to four or five more issues 
per volume. 

If I am asked to take charge of Volume XLIV, there 
are three changes which I should like to put into effect, 
apart from such as may be adopted as a result of our 
readers’ hoped-for comments. The first is a reduction 
in the average size of the major articles, and an increase 
in their number and variety. The second is a similar 
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change in regard to reviews. The frequency of CW’s 
publication gives it an unusual opportunity to offer 
prompt, if brief, reviews of a great number of books, 
leaving full-scale critiques, perhaps with a few excep- 
tions, to the journals of less frequent issue. The third 
change concerns format, and consists in the removal of 
the advertisements from the front page and the compres- 
sion of the Table of Contents into a smaller space. This 
procedure would make it possible to start the leading 
article on the cover-sheet. The saving of space there and 
the better utilization of the inside front cover which 
would thus become possible would add the equivalent of 
one full issue to the volume. 


Since the maintenance of the mailing-lis. and the actual 
mailing of CW fall within the editor’s provincia, I am 
gratified to report that each number (save possibly the 
present one) has been mailed six days or more in ad- 
vance of its stated date of issue. 


There remains the pleasant task of thanking those who 
have aided in the production of this volume. My best 
and heartiest thanks go to the Associate Editor, Pro- 
fessor Edward A. Robinson of Fordham University. His 
sound judgment, broad scholarship, and meticulous accu- 
racy have provided an unfailing resource at every turn. 


To him belongs a large share of whatever credit attaches 
to the completion of this year’s work. 


The Assistant Editors, though they joined the staff late 
in the volume, have already contributed largely to the 
publication: Mr. Hennion in the widened procurement 
of books for review, Dr. Swallow through her extremely 
competent handling of the Index, and Dr. Sweet by 
soliciting articles of special interest to secondary-school 
teachers and by writing such material himself. 


I thank the President of the C. A. A. S., Professor 
Franklin B. Krauss of The Pennsylvania State College, 
and his predecessor in office, my colleague Professor 
Lillian B. Lawler, for their constant support and wise 
counsel. The unfailing cooperation of the Secretary- 
Treasurer, Professor Eugene W. Miller of the University 
of Pittsburgh, has been of inestimable assistance. 


At Hunter College, President George N. Shuster and 
Dean Anna M. Trinsey have been most generous in 
providing facilities for CW’s editing and distribution. 
Many thanks are also due to Mr. Charles A. Arcouet of 
the Judicial Printing Company, Inc., and his associates 
for their courtesy and cooperation. I mention last, but 
with deep gratitude, the many authors of the articles, 
notes, and reviews which have appeared in this volume. 


Volume XLIII is dedicated to the late Professor Gon- 
zalez Lodge of Teachers College, Columbia University, 
my teacher and mentor, and editor of THe CLAssIcAL 


WEEKLY during its first six years. My greatest hope 
for the volume is that, had he lived to see it, he would 
have considered it not unworthy of the standards which 
he established. 


JUVENILE DELINQUENCY: TWO ADDENDA 


Two additional references occur to me as a footnote 
to Professor Eugene S. McCartney’s lively article, 
“Juvenile Delinquency: A Retrospect,” which appeared 
in CW, XLIII (1949-50), 56 f. 

The juvenile delinquents and slow learners of our days 
appear almost angelic and intellectual alongside of Kot- 
talos, a young scamp whose crimes are catalogued by his 
mother Metrotime in The Schoolmaster, the third Mime 
of Herodas. She begged the schoolmaster Lampriskos 
to whip her son because he ruined her home with games 
of pitch-and-toss, played dice, knew the addresses of all 
the gambling dens although he couldn't remember the 
address of the teacher, had difficulty in reciting the 
letters of the alphabet or taking down dictation, broke 
the roof-tiles of the house, thereby running up huge 
repair bills for his poor parents, and ran away from 
home when reproved for his conduct. Kottalos resembled 
some of our youngsters in one respect; although he 
couldn’t remember his lessons, he was able to recite the 
list of school holidays. 

Professor McCartney mentions “the custom in decrying 
the evils of the present to dwell upon the virtues of the 
past.” Dr. George F. Whicher includes in his recent 
translation! of medieval Latin songs and satires a poem 
he calls “These Times,” which begins with the lines: 

Florebat olim studium 

nunc vertitur in tedium; 

iam scire diu viguit, 

sed ludere praevaluit. 

Iam pueris astutia 

contingit ante tempora, 

qui per malivolentiam 

excludunt sapientiam. 
The lament of this thirteenth-century poem, that learning 
and respect for knowledge flourished in the good old days 
but are decaying in the evil present, is, as Professor 
McCartney so well found, probably as old as time and 
learning themselves.

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PATAVINITAS 


Pliny (Ep. i. 14) recommends Minicius Acilianus to 
Junius Mauricus as a desirable son-in-law for the latter’s 
brother on several grounds. One of these is that his 
maternal grandmother is Serrana Procula of Patavium: 
nosti loci mores; Serrana tamen Patavinis quoque severi- 
tatis exemplum est. After these words (§6) it was un- 
necessary to say anything more about the lady; she out- 
Patavinated the Patavians in a hard, stern view of the 
world and the men and women in it (severitas). 

It is perhaps foolish to raise again the question of the 
patavinitas which Asinius Pollio (ap. Quint. i. 5. 56, 
viii. 1. 3) charged against Livy. Yet it should be re- 
peated that patavinitas is not any single thing, least of 
all some single literary thing, but reflects a deep-grounded 
personal dislike on the part of Pollio for Patavium and 
its people. The city was staunchly republican against 
the Triumvirs, and defied Antony (Cic. Phil. xii. 4. 10) ; 
it seems unlikely that Pollio would forget. Horace 
(Carm. ii. 1. 1-8) certainly suggests that Pollio by writ- 
ing of the civil wars would be peculiarly likely to stir 
up old fires; it is probable that he had a harsh, bitter 
way with him in dealing with people he did not like, and 
that it really alarmed Horace, merely in prospect, to 
contemplate its possibilities. 

Patavinitas, as the Pliny passage will show, probably 
meant to Pollio, among other things, “moral smugness.” 
It may have implied as well all the contempt of a soldier- 
historian for the civilian enthusiast who never saw a 
battle-field, as Syme holds (R. Syme, The Roman Revo- 
lution [Oxford, 1939], pp. 485 f.), but it conveys also, 
we may be sure, the contempt of at least one sophisti- 
cated inhabitant of the capital for the burghers of Pata- 
vium who prided themselves on an old-fashioned morality. 
Livy’s general preface shows a high moral tone, a belief 
in “history teaching by examples.” That was a display of 
patavinitas, just as Serrana Procula was the functioning 
high priestess, so to speak, of a frigid morality among the 
aristocracy of a puritan municipium.

SLINGERS: A FURTHER NOTE! 


Strabo (iii. 5. 1) supports the theory of the Phoenician 
origin of the military sling in the Mediterranean area. 
Speaking of the Balearic slingers, he notes: “And this 
art they have practiced assiduously, so it is said, ever 
since the Phoenicians took possession of the islands.” 

In the same section he makes some further observa-

tions about the Balearic slingers. They go into battle 
“. . . with three slings worn around the head, of black- 
tufted rush . . . or of hair or of sinews: the sling with 
the long straps for the long shots, the one with the short 
straps for shots at short range, and the medium sling for 
the medium shots.” Diodorus Siculus (v. 18. 3) says 
also of the Balearic slingers: “Their equipment for 
fighting consists of three slings, and of these they keep 
one around the head, another around the belly, and a 
third in the hands.” 

One disadvantage of the leather sling is noted by Livy 
(xxxvii. 41. 4): when Antiochus faced the Romans at 
the River Phrygius, his troops were seriously inconve- 
nienced by a fog, the moisture of which softened the 
bowstrings and slings and the thongs of the javelins.
